A gerund is a noun made out of a verb—a verbal noun. Gerunds are used as nouns, but 
they look exactly like present participles. Like present participles, they end in -ing. Like a 
noun, a gerund can be the subject of a sentence. It can also be used after a verb as the 
object of asentence. Gerunds can be used with only certain verbs, however. With other 
verbs, it is necessary to use an infinitive instead of a gerund. Look at the two examples: 


Jasmine avoids exercising. (gerund) 
Jasmine refuses to exercise. (infinitive) 


Look at the three boxes. The first box shows verbs that can be followed by a gerund. 
The second shows verbs that can be followed by either a gerund or an infinitive. 
The third shows verbs that can be followed only by an infinitive.
